; wilt be no doubt made by confidering Gentlemen, but that the grounds of that 
War were not only juſt but very cogent 3 conſtdering His late Majeſty King 
James mov'd by the. neceſſity of the Caſe, gave Commiſſions of War under the 
'great Seal of Englavd, againſt the Kingof Syave and His SubjeCts, notwithſtanding 
PLouthon bad made aſtrong Confederacy between his Maſter and the Frezch, 
turned Papiſt himſelf 5 and as the Company are informed ſent his Son to be Edu- 
cated a Papiſt in Fravce, made curious - Preſents of great value to the Pope, the 
late King James and His Queen, aud alſo to the French King. But if your Ho- 
nours think-/it proper to require further ſatisfaCtion, touching the reaſons of that 
War, and the ſucceſs of it , the Company will be ready to preſent your Honours 

with a larger Narrative thereof. : 

That Phaulkon:and his Creatures Mr. White,” Burnebey, &c. were kind to ſome 

of the Companies Servants at Madraſſe, and to the Captain of the Curtana, eſpe- 
cially, who-was at laſt made his own intirely contrary to his duty, as appears evi- 
dently by the annexed proofs, and in many other inftances to particular perſons, 
the Company beleive maybe true.. \ And it is one of the particulars that they did 
juſtly complain of to His Jate Majeſty, That Phantkor by great Rewards, as well, 
as by great wages, and kind, inveighng Words, did endeavour to indulge many 
of the Companies Servants, Commanders and Seamen,but all with a defign of cor- 
rupting them from their Fidelity, Duty, and Service to the Company, that he might 
in time become ſtrong enough in European Seamen and Souldiers, with the Aid of ef” 
the French King, Engliſh Interlopers, and Ergliſh and Dutch Fugitives ; to oppreſs 
firſt the Engliſh Company in 14s, and at laft the Dutch. But on the other 
hand, ſuch of the Engliſh as he found true to the Company, and their common 
Countrey, he uſed with the greateft contempt and barbarity imaginzble; as parti- 
'cularly Mr. Potts,he cauſed to be beaten by Cofferies or Negroes, which is in India 
underſtood, accounted, and intended to be a publick affront to the Nation of 
which any perſon fo abuſed is a Member.
